Toronto, April 4.—That the late .1. Cooper Mason, general 
manager of the Home Bank of Canada, had told him that it would 
cost the bank one per cent, extra as commission to carry the pro¬ 
vincial deposits in the bank and that the Toronto branch would 
carry the cost, was the testimony of A. E. Calvert, former assistant 
general manager of the Home Bank, before the Public Accounts 
Committee of the Ontario Legislature to-day.

CHARMING VISITORS TO THE 
CHARMED LAND 


Near Religious War 

New England Laadars During American 
Revolution Sought to Stir Iroquois 
Indian# Against Canadian Settle¬ 
ments and Used the Religions 
Appeal; But C&rleton Wanted 
It Kept a White Man 's War 

{'IN April 4, 1776, the Massachusetts Provincial 
^ Congress sent Samuel Kirkland, veteran 
missionary to the Oneida tribe of iho Iroquois 
Indian*, to the whole Iroquola confederacy, 
"to aecure their frlendablp and continue them 
In. a atate of neutrality.'* The Whig party 
among the coloniata wu arming for the 
struggle with Great Britain, and thua early 
sought to use the miatlonarlee to. win the 
Indiana to their aide aa allies. Neutrality we a 
but a word. Already Colonel Guy Johnson, 
nephew to old Sir William Johneon and Super¬ 
intendent of the Indiana, had found through 
Joseph Brunt that Samuel Kirkland wa* In 
league with the disaffected elements In the 
colonies and wua aaalduoualy preaching the 
rebel cause to his spiritual chargee. He had 
thereupon forbidden him to apeak to them 
at all. 

The missionary having defied the Superin¬ 
tendent, and ahortly afterward having gone 
back to Maasachuaetts. he returned with this 
message to the Iroquois, to the * Mohawks In 
particular, whoso loyalty to the King, largely 
on account of the presence of Joseph Brant 
itmqn* them, was Incorruptible. His message 
In one place read. "Brothers, they have made 
a law (the reference was to the Quebec Act 
Just come into force In Canada) to establish 
the religion of the Pop© In Canada, which Ilea 
so near to you. We much fear aoma of your 
children may he induced. Instead of worship¬ 
ping fhe only true God, to pay hla due to Images 
mud© with their own hands. We therefore 
ournestly desire you to whet your hatchet, 
and be prepared with us to defend our liberties 
and lives." 


O UR neighbor, Seattle, hat well chris¬ 
tened this part of the Pacific North¬ 
west, the Charmed Land, as part of 
its publicity campaign to sell the scenery 
and natural advantages of the Puget 
Sound country t<y outsiders and to make 
people at hoine'theumflves, believe in and 
appreciate them. 

Now Seattle has gone a step farther 
aud ertated what is known as the “Hos¬ 
tess of the Charmed Land" to see that 
as far as visitors are concerned the thing 
is done properly. The newly-appointed 
hostess under the Chamber of Commerce 
tells of the plan in these words:

■how off our city and scenery. Ho all I have 
to do I* to systematic© the thing. malfh th©

W© are sending letters to variou*xp©ople 
here who qualify as first-clans hosts, the 
kind of men who can entertain a stranger, 
sell the Northwest to him forcefully, make 
him feel he Is In a land of friends. Wa 
ar£ asking these men to promts© three half 
days of their time during tho year for the 
entertainment of visitors. We kept a record 
of the hobbles of these hosts, whether they 
golf, or have a car. what their home 
atate was, find so on. Then, with the aid 
of six local hotels, I find the visitors who 
would appreciate having some on© take 
them about a bit. and make arrangements 
to have one of these "hosts" call upon him. 

.You've no ideg the nation-wide pub¬ 
licity that this same snrt of thing has 
given California. The visitors return home 
And tell tbei.r friendg_jBfLlhe_Xliul. rgeem- 
tlon they had, and the good news scatters 
everywhere.

■least once a year ever since he left home 
A* Captain John Orth in command of a 
sailing vessel. The ship foundered off 
•South America in 1991 and there is' good 
reason to believe that he went down with 
Jit. Then esme the usual succession of 
■reports of his death at various times, in 
'various places and iu various circum¬ 
stances, in which Rritish Columbia min¬ 
ing ramps, railroad construction camps 
and Canadian lumber camps figured. 

At one time every mysterious person 
■of courtly manners who hinted that he

was under suspicion of being the missing 
Johann Salvator.
